CARE FOR LITTLE CHICKENS 


Do Not Worry Mother Hen by Inter- 


ference—Feed Bread Crumbs 


When 48 Hours Old. 


When the eggs begin to pip, do not 


worry the hen_by interference, but 
let her severely alone till the chicks 
are -all out and dry. Then remove 
to a dry tooray coop which should be 
rat and Skunk proof. If you can have 
a small^ruaway attached to the south 
side, encfosed by wire netting, so 
much the better. The hen should be 
kept confined for a few days, allowing 
the chicks to run in and out at will. 


Do not be in a hurry to feed the 


little felloes, but scatter some coarse 
sand or chick size grit in the chaff 
'or litter that you put on the floor of 
their coop. They will pick at this 
and begin to learn to scratch for them- 
selves. When 48 hours old, give some 
dry bread crumbs or hard-boiled egg. 
Feed, often, but sparingly the first few 
days. 
Vary the food given, using 


rolled oats, cornbread, curd and stale 
light bread ground fine, or soaked in 
inilk and squeezed dry. 


Keep grit, charcoal and clean drink- 


ing water always before them. Feed 
the hen first and the chick feed will 
last longer. After the chicks are two 
weeks old turn the old hen loose with 
them to go where she will,- always see- 
ing that they are securely cooped'for 
the nig&t. "At this- age-ffiree feeditfgs 
a day are sHfficient.

our minds turn from the imperial city, 
where last we have any authentic rec- 
ord of Paul, to the eternal city in 
which he has so long resided, in les- 
son ten we studied Jesus Christ in his 
resurrection glory, the source of all 
power, King of Kings and Lord oi 
Lords for the redemption of the hu- 
man race. In Lesson 11 we studied 
the glorified Christ who is actually 
working through his churches as the 
representatives of his kingdom upon 
earth. The succeeding chapters de- 
scribe in symbols and .pictures the dis- 
cipline and training of God's people 
during the long generations that fol: 
lowed. In the lesson for today, we 
have a vision of the final triumph of 
Christianity when it shall have ac- 
complished its work of redemption in 
this world. 
I. The New Heaven and the New Earth 
(w. 1-7). John in vision saw the con- 
summation of the work of Christian- 
ity, the visible answer to the prayer 
which Jesus Christ taught his disciples 
to pray, "thy kingdom come, thy. will 
be done; on earth as In heaven." 
Heaven, as well 'as earth, has been in- 
vaded and polluted by sin, but both 
alike are 'to be made new. (I Peter 3:10, 
il, 13). "The true Jerusalem, of which 
Solomon's was but a type, is of heav-- 
enly and' divine origin. It comes down 
"aut; ipi hjeaven from God. We know^- 
nothing of- the, inhabitants of the unl-~ 
ve^'S.e, of'which we are a part, but here 
we have some scriptural indication of 
that place where God's children are to 
be with him eternally. The kingdom 
of God Is among, yon, but it is eveni 
tually to be with God and Jesus In a 
peculiar and beautiful way. 
John's, 


announcement came from out of heav- 
en and out of the throne. 
(1) It 


was a tabernacle of God with men; 
rather he shall tabernacle with men. 
He is to pitch his tent among us (John 
1:14 R. V. marg.) It is to' be done 
eventually and permanently. 
This 


dwelling of God among, us. lies at the 
foundation of the blessedness and glo- 
ries which are to follow. 
(2) They 


shall be his people. Israel had been" 
his people; all nations are to be his 
people in the fullest sense. (3) God, 
himself shall be with them, not only 
his "tabernacle but, he, himself visibly* 
personally.- (4) He shall be their <3*'d,' 
acknowledged in all bis infinite claims, 
and he to them all that God-is,ofr/love^- 
power, wisdom, holiness- and- glory. 
(5) He shall wipe away every tear 
frp,m., their, eye.%. Thej;e.yrjjl;- np,t,. bje^a, 
single grief or heartache, unsatisfied 
longing or tear, for God shall wipe 
them - away, and they will stay_; wiped 
awa.y. (6) Death^ shall be, no^ mote. 
Ofs 'all the enemies, death is the last 
one which shall,' be takW from the 
earth.. It^ is _sweet to ^knpw. that this 
lasT enemy Is to be conquered, (y) 
There shall be noanQUrnj.ng,';. crying or 
pain any more. Every sorrow, agony, 
remorse, gloom, dlsappolntmenj.. gone 
forever; death, tears,, mourning all 
passed away. It is hard for us to com- 
prehend the ma3_e||yfand\swLeepi;of this 
great and glorfoiis' promise. (See "I 
Cor. 15). 


II. The,Coming Light and Glory (vy. 


22-27). The intervening verses are .a 
wonderful description, of., the..founda- 
tion walls and gates of the city. There 
will be no temple,in thafc.city for.it will 
not be needed!' Instead of the-temple 
which stands for the temple of earth 
there is to%"b§ the, presence, of- God, 
himself, but the lamb" is also in the 
midst of it. Nothing can more, force- 
fully impress upon us the deity.and pre- 
eminence of Jesus Christ, the atoning 
lamb, slain, be.fore the. foundation of 
the world. This city Is to be a city of 
light and. glory. It will not be.an il- 
lumination by gas nor electricity, for 
the glory of the Lord shall lighten it. 


Summary. What are the lessons for 


our day from this vision of the new 
heaven and the new earth? First: 
That the golden age of the Bible has 
not yet taken place. There are better 
times to come than anything the world 
has yet seen. Second: We have here 
the positive" assurance of the success 
of our leader and the victory of Chris- 
tianity in its conflict with evil. Third: 
The golden ideal of heaven is the 
means by which we can test our daily 
lives and the whole course of our con- 
duct. 
The question we should con- 


stantly ask is, "Are we going to this 
heavenly ideal?" Fourth: The gates 
of that city are open; an angel is at 
each gate, and shall keep out all evil. 


God desires that all men everywhere 


should repent, and is not willing that 
any should perish. 


When the final assize shall have 


passed, no one will say that God did 
not give him a chance nor seek to in- 
spire, him to a place of eternal joy at 
his right hand. 


Again there is to be federation of 


the forces of good. 
Today we too 


often find Christian people divided.

Beans 


are worth seven or, eight dollars, a 
bushel, and potatoes are .bringing two 
dollars most everywhere. Don't you 
wish 
we had • raised potatoes 
and 


beans i this year? 
Let's not 
get 


caught next year. Let's all put in.a 
big patch of potatoes and a big patch 
of navy beans. Then next fall they'll 
be worth about forty cents a bushel. 
Or maybe forty-five. 
That will be 


fine for the "low cost of livers"— 
they can buy their vegetables at 
their own price. 
But the growers 


won't make anything, you say? Well, 
then, maybe we'd better keep off the 
beans and potatoes next year, and let 
the other fellow grow them.

trespassing on railroad tracks, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad has issued, 
and is widely distributing, a conspi- 
cuous poster warning of the danger 
of this practice. The purpose of the 
poster is to emphasize the evil of a 
willful form of risk "which annually 
in 
the United States, causes 
over 


10,000 casualties—half of them fatal 


The posters bears a fac-simile of 


the standard warning signal adopted 
by American railroads for the use of 
watchman, consisting of a white disk 
with the word "Stop" in large black 
letters. The fac-simile of the signal 
is brought out in striking prominence 
by an orange background. The low- 
er portion of the poster bears these 
words: 


"Do not risk your life by trespass- 


ing on the Railroad. More than 
5000 men, women and children are 
killed every year, in this country, 
while taking 'short cuts' over the 
tracks or otherwise trespassing on 
Railroad property 
Don't take this 


chance" 


The new "Stop" poster will be dis- 


played at places where the general 
public are accustomed to take short 
cuts across the tracks or to use the 
railroad right of way as a highway. 
It will also be placed on all bulletin 
boards in stations and waiting rooms 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad Sys- 
tem, 
East and West of Pittsburgh. 


It is intended/to supplement the cal- 
endar recently issued by this Rail- 
road for use in schools, which was 
devised 
especially to teach school 


children the dangers of trespassing 
on the tracks.
